Call for station^ 


TRANSPORT for London (TfL) says 
it will assess every case on its merits 
after a Royal Borough of Greenwich 
request to re-zone Woolwich Arsenal 
station. 

TfL’s response follows a letter from Cllr 
Denise Hyland, the leader of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, who has written 
to the Mayor of London calling for the 
zone designation of Woolwich Arsenal 
station (pictured) to be reclassified. 

Cllr Hyland wrote that the royal borough 
“broadly supports” the aims of a petition 
by commuters to redesignate Woolwich 
Arsenal from Zone 4 to Zone 3. 

But she added: “However, our position is 
actually to ask for the station to be moved 
to the status of a Zone 3/4 station, thus 
ensuring that people travelling between 
Plumstead, Abbey Wood and Woolwich 
are not disadvantaged by having to pay a 
higher fare for travelling between zones. 

“This re-zoning will absolutely help the 
regeneration of the area which will also 
be boosted by the arrival of Crossrail in 
2018. 

“This would seem to be a timely request 
following the re-designation of Stratford 
to Zone 2/3 for exactly the same reasons. 

“We feel sure that the fare box will 
not suffer as the number of passengers 
will increase given the expected rise in 
population and due to the number of 
homes being built here in our borough.” 

A spokesman for TfL, which manages 
the capital’s transport network, said: 
“Any request or discussion on rezoning is 
done on a case by case basis, assessing the 
cost and benefit to all those involved.”

Revamp of London 
Bridge to disrupt 
Bank Holiday trains 

PEOPLE travelling to the borough by train 
via London Bridge during the August 
Bank Holiday week face severe disruption 
and delays. 

The affected period is from Saturday, 
August 23, to Sunday, August 31 . 

It is part of Network Rail's £6.5bn 
Thameslink programme, which will 
transform north to south travel through 
London when it is completed in 2018. 

Part of the programme involves the entire 
rebuilding of London Bridge rail station. 

Between the dates in August: 

• First Capital Connect Thameslink route 
services will not call at London Bridge but 
will be diverted between Blackfriars and 
East Croydon. 

• Southern services will not operate to 
and from London Bridge, and a revised 
service will operate across the network. 

• This means there will be no direct 
services from London Bridge to Gatwick 
or Luton airports. Passengers will be able 
to reach both from London Blackfriars, 

City Thameslink, Farringdon and London 
St Pancras. London Victoria will run trains 
to Gatwick Airport. 

• Southeastern services will run 
normally but will be busier. 

• London Overground services will 
not operate to and from New Cross from 
August 26-29. An enhanced London 
Overground service will operate between 
Crystal Palace and Canada Water and a 
replacement bus will run between New 
Cross, Surrey Quays and Canada Water. 

• Some other National Rail, London 
Underground and London Overground 
services and stations may be busier than 
usual.

As the only ship with canons, the 
Shtandart is a special example of 
an 18th century ship offering 21st 
century sailing. With its 1 00ft length 
and 100ft high mast and beautiful 
hand-carved ornamentations, the 
class A vessel will be a unique sight 
at Woowich where she'll be offering 
musical themed sessions for visitors 


who want to explore above and below 
deck. 

She was constructed by volunteers 
on the banks of the Neva River using 
traditional materials and methods 
as a replica of the first ship in the 
Baltic Fleet of the Imperial Russian 
Navy - the ship which Peter the Great 
helped to build with the shipbuilding 
knowledge he'd learned while 


working on the Deptford docks. She 
is capable of approximately 1 0 knots. 
Above the gun-deck everything is an 
exact replica and below the gun-deck 
it has all the storage space it needs 
for cannonballs, water, gunpowder 
and anchors as well as the necessary 
modern equipment of a working tall 
ship including two 560 horsepower 
volvo diesel engines. 


Tenacious - Woolwich 

Along with the Lord 
Nelson (also operated by 
the Jubilee Sailing Trust), 
the Tenacious is a very 
special ship. It was specially 
designed and built with 
disabled access in mind 
- it includes extra-wide 
decks to accommodate 
wheelchairs, as well as a lift 
and special pulleys so that 


wheelchair users can go 
up the rigging. The Jubilee 
Sailing Trust's mission is to 
promote the integration 
of people of all physical 
abilities through the 
challenge and adventure 
of sailing Tall Ships on the 
open sea, and this is the 
perfect vessel to be doing 
that. This gorgeous. Class A 
ship is 66.6 metres long and 
takes 44 trainees. 



A gorgeous brigantine built in 
1911, the Eye of the Wind has a 
very colourful history. After an 
unfortunate few years that saw 
her sink twice and burn to the 
waterline once she bounced back 
in style, serving as Prince Charles' 


flagship during Operation Drake, 
a round-the-world voyage in 
ten stages with a crew of young 
people from dozens of countries. 
She's also co-starred in films 
alongside Tommy Lee-Jones and 
Jeff Bridges. She's a Class A, 38.6 
metres long and will be taking 20 
trainees. 



The Royalist -Wood 
Wharf, Canary Wharf 

Operated by the Sea 
Cadets (who are our 
the Charity Partner 
for the Tall Ships 
Festival, along with 
Seafarers UK) this 28m 
long Class-A ship was 
launched by Princess 
Anne in 1971.

THE FIRST tall ship to sign up to the 
Falmouth to Royal Greenwich Tall 
Ships Festival will be joining the event 
fresh from a year and a half trip around 
the world. 


The Tecla, an old Herring drifter, is part of 
a trio of Dutch tall ships which finished a 
voyage round the world in June. 

The ships sailed the globe on a full 
circumnavigation, following routes taken 
by Dutch traders. 

Since setting off in November 2012, the 
three ships have sailed the Atlantic Ocean, 
crossed the equator calling in at three 
notorious Dutch-named capes - the Cape of 
Good Hope, Cape Leeuwin and Cape Horn. 

After the Cape Horn rounding ‘Tecla’ sailed 
to Uruguay before heading north again. 

During the year and eight-month trip she 
sailed 35,000 nautical miles, criss crossing 
the Greenwich meridian in the Southern 
Ocean. 

She arrived in Falmouth in June before 
heading home to the Netherlands to undergo 
maintenance and is due to set off back to 
Falmouth from August 23. 

Built in 1915, the Tecla is a 38 meter two mast 
Ketch which takes four permanent crew and 
16 trainees on her voyages. She’s owned and 
sailed by a family of four professional sailors 
and used as a sail training vessel. 

Co-owner and manager Jannette Sluik 
told GT: “Falmouth was our first familiar 
town after a long time of sailing in 
unknown water. We have chosen to stop in 
Falmouth before heading home, because

Helping to build new wild plant area 


EMPLOYEES of Willmott Dixon working 
on the Greenwich Peninsula site on Pear 
Tree Way have raised funds for Greenwich 
Peninsula Ecology Park to support a wild 
planting project. 

The new area is on the Peninsula, close 
to the Ecology Park. 

Guy Cunningham, senior build manager 
at Willmott Dixon, presented a cheque 
to Joanne Smith, senior warden at the 
ecology park, during one of the park’s 
popular family events, the pond dipping 
and bug hunting day. 

The money raised will buy wild plants to 
improve an area of land very close to the 
ecology park, but which has very little 
wildlife value at present. 

The ecology park, a four-acre wetland 
area, managed by the Conservation 
Volunteers, was created by the former 
English Partnerships and is now owned 
by the Land Trust. 

It has been open to the public since 
February 2002. 


Habitats there include woodland, marsh, 
meadow, lakes and streams. 

It is open to the public from Wednesdays 
to Sundays, 10am to dusk. Entrance is 
free and there is full disabled access. 

The Conservation Volunteers have been 
reclaiming green places since 1959. 

Through its own environmental 
projects and through its network of 2,000 
community groups, TCV helps hundreds 
of thousands of people across the UK to 
take responsibility for local green places.

Atrocious weather can't stop cyclist completing her 2014 vow to do a 1 00-mile ride

CAROLINE Hall had to negotiate a 
tempest, but achieved her year’s aim 
of riding a 100-mile event. 

The 67-year-old Blackheath resident 
was one of the intrepid finishers of this 
year’s Prudential RideLondon 100, having 
belatedly gained a place to ride on behalf 
of the charity Help the Hospices. 

The former teacher takes up a new 
challenge each year. She began cycling in 
2011, after an advert in GT for the Fit Club 
at Limited Edition Cycling (LEC). 

She has since become a coach at 
Greenwich and Bexley group Limited 
Edition, which encourages people of all 
abilities to cycle. 

RideLondon 100 allows amateur cyclists 
to take on the same route used by the 
professionals in the London 2012 Olympic 
Games, out to Surrey and back again. 

The length was curtailed a little because 
of the tail end of Hurricane Bertha, which 
caused high winds across the south of 
England on the day of the event. 

Caroline said: “It was baptism by 
water, courtesy of Hurricane Bertha. 
As we reached Richmond Park we had a 
rainstorm of Biblical proportions and had 
to dismount and wade, with our bikes, 
ankle deep through raging torrents of 
water for half a mile. I managed to escape 
one thunderstorm by sheltering under a 
drinks tent at Leatherhead.” 

Riders had to walk on the pavement at 
Kingston, where water under a bridge 


was very deep. The weather meant route 
organisers removed Leith and Box Hill. 

“I rode up every [remaining] hill,” she 
said. “I was made even more determined 
by other cyclists walking up them.” 

Newlands Corner, near Guildford, 
proved especially steep - and tough. “I 
was really suffering from the cold, plus 
back and leg ache by then, but downhill 
was good! The last 25 miles I felt really 
good and I tanked along grinning like a 
Cheshire cat with the end in sight.” 

Caroline, who did it in 8hrs 5min, added: 
“I finally achieved my dream of riding on 
traffic free roads, in glorious sunshine, 
past Tate Britain, Westminster Abbey, 
Houses of Parliament, Trafalgar Square, 
with a salute to Lord Nelson as I cycled 
under Admiralty Arch into The Mall, 
where my husband and son were waiting. 

“I am so happy. It was one of the best, 
most challenging experiences of my life 
and I can’t wait to do it again - in the dry! 

“It was only in February 2011 that I 
started cycling with LEC Fit Camp, 
learning road etiquette with initial rides 
of 15 to 20 miles. With their help and 
support I graduated to longer rides. 

“Back then I could never have believed 
I would be capable of completing a 
RideLondon event in my own city. I am 
already planning my next challenges.”

Starting Blocks ambassador creates a 
splash at IPC European Championship

The 31-year-old - who won two of her 
gold medals on her birthday - is shortly 
to leave her job as a project manager at 
the British Council to pursue her sport 
full-time. 

Susie, who has no left arm below the 
elbow, competes in the S7 category - S 
indicating a physical disability and the 
number indicating the severity. 

She began to take the sport seriously 
after watching the Beijing Paralympics 
in 2008 and went on to win three bronze 
medals at London 2012. 

The Greenwich-based swimmer won 
golds in 50m, 100m and 400m freestyle, 50m 
butterfly and 4x100m freestyle relay 
and silver in the 100m backstroke, 
matching in total her six medals 
from 2011 in Eindhoven. 

Susie said: “I didn’t really go into 
it thinking about the medals. It was 
more about the performances and 
times and how it shows I am

progressing towards Rio. It was always 
more about gaining personal bests. 

“I’m shortly going to go on a career 
break to concentrate on swimming. I’ve 
been working part-time not full-time 
anyway and it will be interesting to see 
how it works out when I stop working.” 

Susie, who receives UK Sport Funding, 
is also grateful for funding and support 
from Starting Blocks. 

Describing the benefits for her, she 
said: “The most important thing for me 
is the pool access I’m allowed throughout 
Greenwich Leisure Limited pools, which 
allows me to swim whenever I want. 
The funding also helps, mostly for the 
qualifying competitions.” 

Once selected for the national team, 
governing bodies pay for travel and 
accommodation costs. 

Susie is taking nothing for granted 
as she sets her sights on Brazil, as the 
profile and standard of Paralympic sport 
is rising all the time. “The thing is with 
Paralympic sport is it is getting tougher 


all the time and there are always more 
people doing it. People suddenly turn up 
on the rankings you didn’t know about, 
so you just give everything you can and 
focus 100 per cent. 

“I would hope to win gold [in Rio] but you 
can never predict. The most important 
thing for me is to keep improving.” 

Before Rio in 2016, the next major event 
is the IPC World Championships in 
Glasgow next summer.
